Who ſhall Appꝛehend and Send on Woard any of Pur Ships of War oz Tenders any ſuch Stragling Seaman oz 
Seakaring Man, We do hereby O2der and Direct Our Pzincipal Officers and Commiſſioners of Our Navy, to 
give Oꝛders to the Clerks of the Cheque at the ſaid ſeveral Pozts (upon pꝛoducing to them ſuch Receipts from 
the Dfficers of Dur Ships of War, who received ſuch Men on Board Our Ships of War oz Tenders) to pay 
unto the Perſons fo bzinging and delivering ſuch Stragling Seamen oz Seafaring Men, Ten Shillings fox 
every Man who ſhall be bzought within Twenty Miles from that Place where he oz they were firſt taken up, 
and Dir Pence per Mile foz every Man who ſhall be bzought above Twenty $iles, over and above the afozeſaid 
Ten Shillings. And that Our ſaid Pzincipal Officers and CommiMoners of Our Navy, do Direct the ſaid 
Clerks of the Cheque at the ſeveral Pozts, not only to keep an exact Account of the Money by them Expended in 
this Service, but that they take Care, that the ſaid Men, foz whom Receipts ſhall be given, be put on Board 
ſome of Dur Ships of War, oz Tenders to them belonging: and that ſuch Receipts as ſhall be ſo tendꝛed them, 
be delivered up into the Hands of the ſaid Clerks of the Cheque, upon the Payment of the Allowances befoze- 
mentioned; and that they cauſe to be Tranſmitted to the Pꝛincipal Officers and Commiſſioners of Our Navy, a 
true and juſt Account of the Names of the Men they receive, and the Ships oz Ueſlels on Which they put them 
at ſo they, the ſaid Commiſſioners of Dur Navy, may be 


the better Enabled to Jnſpect into the Ualidity of the ſaid Accounts.
